The Day of Small Things. 

- 1 ,<T.t ever affords us real pleasure to 
notice the rise and progress of out- 
jljjing settlements; and it is amongst 

• the most agreeable of all our duties as 
a public journalist to bespeak for them 
that attention to which their impor- 
tance so justly entitles them at the 
hands of those appointed to adminis- 
te^; the aftairs of the country. "\Vc are 
all too prone, both governing and gov- 
erned, to despise the day of small 
things. In a new countiy like this, 
eyerj-thing musthavea beginning; and 

« ! jf the importance of small beginnings be 
not realized, there is a danger that 

I, j, there may never be large results to ab- 
sorb attention or reward persevering 
labour. Having used duo diligence in 
placing population upon the public 

• ' -lands, it should ever be the tender so- 
licitude of the Government to foster 
and encourage the infant settlements 
as they struggle into early existence; 
f(n- it is in tliis way alone that we can 
liopc to have large andllonrishingccnn- 

. •-mnuities. Burgoyne settlement takes 
its name from the beautiful bay around 
which it clusters, on the western side 
of Salt Spring Island, nearly o])- 

""posite Maple Bay on Vancouver. Bur- 
goyne Bay forms a beautiful and con- 
venient harbi)ur, and liiis been ]n'ovid- 
ded with a pier, ailbrding accommoda- 
tion for whatever steamers may visit 
the settlement. There are, in this lit- 
tle settli'iiient , fourteen farms well 
under cultivation, soveral of them hav- 
ing llDurisliing orcliards; and, alt{)- 
gcLiisr, the settlement bears the marks 
of indiistiy and gradual but sure ex- 
pansion. Thrift and sobriety preside 
at Burgoyne Bay. But this promising 
settlenient lias two wants, and it is to 
the advocacy of the supjjly C)f these 
that the present article is chiefly devot- 
ed. There are ten children of scIkjoI 
age, — live less than the number neces- 
sary to constitute a School District 
linder the Act. But the Act veiy pro- 
' i^erly provides that it shall be law- 
iul for the Lieutcinant-Governor in 
Council from time to time "To grant 
such sum as he shall think proper in 
aid of tlie establishment of a school in 
any part of the Province not beiii;; a 
School District, and not liaving Ics.m 
than seven, and more than fcnirteen 
children between tiie age of five and 

. hixteen years, resident therein." Avail- 
ing themselves of this wise and mostne- 

' cessaiy provision , the settlers petitioned 
the (iovernor in Council some time ago 

• foraid in CKtaliiishing nnd nmintaining 
a school; and we are told they arc 
<.;ro\viiig inii:)atientof an answer. "W'iiy 
has no answer been given? Surely these 

• • settlers will not be permitted to cry 
in vain for help to educate their chil- 
dren. Petitioners they are; yet tlu v 
do but pray for that which is their jiisl, 
right to receive and the true interest of 
the state to give. The stati; luis 
assumed the sole responsibility of edu- 
cating the young. In common with 
" otliers, the settlerB on Burgoyne Bay 
contribute their quota in supjioi't of 
free state education; and they iiavc! a 
constitutional and ocjuital^lo right to 
the enjoyment of a share of the resultH. 
The other want is the weekly visits of 
ihe ' mail steamer. And surely this 
is no inrcasonablo request. Tlioy have, 
J as has already been stated, ano.\cellent 
harl)our and a convenient pier; and we 
are led to believe t,hatacall at Burgoyne 
Bay would not. take tlie steamer half an 
hour out of her regular course. Not 
only ai'o such visits necessary to sup- 
ply tho sattlors with mail matter, but, 
at the same lime, to allbrd tlio easy and 
J, ri.';>ular ninann of sending their pro- 
t-.iduce to market. These are desiderata 
•^"^iptttt t}i^ possessibn of vrhich the pro- 



gress and 'wellbeing of the settlement 
must largely depend. May wo not 
venture to hope, therefore, that Bur- 
goyne Bay will immediately take its 
place on the list of calling places for 
the steamers engaged in tlm east coast 
trade, as well as in tho list of New 
post oflices? "We earnestly direct the 
attention of thfe . Provincial tO-overn- 
ment and of the Chief TostOfiice In- 
spector to these matters. In dealing 
with a particular case wo have enunci- 
ated piinciplcs susceptible of general 
application. "What we have said of 
Burgoyne Bay is etiually true of every 
other cominunity similarly situated. 



The Dominion Elections. 

Our ex(^hange8 are to the 21th ult. 
The Toronto "I\Iail" gives the follow- 
ing as the result of the elections up to 
that date: Tolfd nuiubcr uf nioni- 
bers elected in the four Provinces, PiS. 
Of these 04 are jNIinisterialists; 3-1 
Grits; 10 Independoiits. In Ontario 
57 elections were over, resulting in the 
return of '29 i\Iinisterialists; 24 Grits; 
4 Indepon(l(>iit.'t. Thirty-ono elections re- 
mained to be held in Ontario, and of those 
sixteen worn considered safe for the Gov- 
onimont. Sliould tliat expectation lie re- 
alized, thoro woiild be a eh\ir majority for 
the Oovcrnim^nf; in Ontario of .seven, Iciiv- 
iiig tho four liiilepeiulcnt.s out of the q\\c»- 
tion. Turning to.the Toronto "Globe" of 
ovon date, we find tho follomng Bumminy 
up of tho result of tho Ontario 
olections: Fifty-four members eh>ct- 
ed, of whom 21! are ^Afinisterialists; 25 0|)- 
Ijositionists; ',) liuh'peudents. Tliirty- 
four elections yet to coiik" off in Ontario, 
of wlnidi 15 .soat.s wore luild last year by 
Ministerialists, 17 by Oppositionitits, and 
two are new .seats. It will be obrerved 
that, altliouKh tho "j\Iail" makes out 57 
olectioiiH to Ixi over, and tlip "Glolin" on- 
ly 54, there is no very luati'rial difl'eronce 
between tht^so too o])]iosite autliorities as 
to the clnsaification of the iiieiubors elect. 
If we accept the totals Kiveii liy the ' JIuil' 
as correct, and wo tliink that may safely 
be done, wo linvo 1)4 Ministerialists against 
34 Oppositionists, with 10 rndepeiideiits. 
It is safe to nay that the Indeiieiulents will 
bo more lilvoly to folIoAv Sir .lohn A. iMac- 
donald than Mr. ^bickon/.ie into tlie Lob- 
bies of the new ilonse. Ibit let ns leav(> 
tho Indcpouilonti out of the count. Add 
tlie ten uiembers from British Columbia 
and M^itoba to tho Govenrnient side, 
and we have 104, against fM Oi)i>nsition. 
There were 52 iiieniliers still to lie elected. 
Suppose eveiy one of these rIiouUI turn 
out to be (irits, and that is more than even 
tho "Olobe" would Nfiitiii-e to ])rciliet, 
the Government wonld still have a. major- 
ity of eiglitenu. But if wo divide the 52 
cipially, the Governipent would have I'Jl) 
to the Opiijiosition's 60 — or a clear major- 
ity of 70. Talnug the worst view of the 
uitiniate results, it is <lillicull to S(>i' how 
the ( lovorninoiit can liavc less than .'!() of 
a majority.
